At Reeves 
Eddy, the spectators yelled ad- 
vice to each canoe as it came 
near the rapids and applauded 
those who maneuvered them 
without capsizing, while laugh- 
ing at those who got wet as 
their canoe flipped.

McCollough Tuesday 


Marvin McCollough age 43, 
was killed Tuesday nigh! about 
7 p.m. He was struck tv * 
pick-up truck driven by Richard 
Brown, Jr., age 16, on Smith 
Avenue. McCollough was re- 
portedly walking into town from 
his mobile home at the ou - 
skirts of town. 

Brown told law officers he 
was returning tothe Elba School 
because he had forgotten his 
school books. He was still 
attired in his football practice 
uniform. 

Brown said he was passing 
a car and was traveling some- 
where in the neighborhood of 
40 miles an hour when all of a 
sudden there McCollough was on 
the side of the road. He said 
the cab of his Ford pick-up 
was bout even with the front 
of the car, and his efforts 
to miss the walking man were 
very limited. Damage to the 
truck indicates he would have 
missed McCollough, if he had 
been able to swerve an addi- 
tional foot to the right. 

The driver of the car, 
Mrs. Sylvia Hussey, told of- 
ficers that she saw McCollough 
just an instant before the ac- 
cident. She stopped and Brown 
told her someone had been hit 
and for her to notify the police 
and rescue squad, which she 
did immediately. 

Brown told officers he re- 
membered seeing McCollough 
turn and raise up his arm just 
as his immage came into the 
headlights, He was wearing 
dark clothing. 

Officers said that the area 
is a passing zone and also

Kennett devotes much of her 
time to the nursing home re- 
sidents and can usually be found 
playing bingo with them, or sim- 
ply chatting with them, making 
them feel loved, wanted, and 
useful.

His wallet was found 
at the approximate point of im- 
pact, his cigarettes near the 
body, and one of his cowboy 
boots was thrown even further 
from the road into the brush. 

Investigating the accident 
was Officer James Phillips and 
Assistant Chief Max Rayborn. 

Funeral services for the 
Elba native will be held Thurs- 
day (today) at 10:30 a.m. from 
the First Baptist Chureh with 
burial in the Evergreen Ceme- 
tery. Reverend David Richburg 
is officiating.

In 1°15 William Creech, Sr., 
said: ‘‘] don’t look after wealth 
for them. I look after the pros- 
perity of our nation. I want 
all younguns taught to serve 
the living God. Of course, they 
won't all do that, but they can 
have good and evil laid before 
them and they can choose which 
they will. I have heart and 
cravin’ that our people may 
grow better.

These words were written 
only two years after the found- 
ing of the Pine Mountain Set- 
tlement School in Harlan 
County, Ky. Located in ‘ne 
midst of mountains, forests and 
coal fields, the school was 
formerly a part of the county’s 
school system. 

Since 1°13 its programs 
have continually adapted to the 
changing needs of the Appala- 
chian mountains here. There 
are 800 acres of forest and 
farmland surrounding the 
school’s dining hall, confer- 
ence rooms, 65-bed dormitory 
and recreational areas. The 
school’s facilities nay occa- 
sionally be reserved for com- 
munity activities, chureh re- 
treats, civic club- meetings, 
youth camps and conferences 
of a general nature.

“‘cranky’’ with the children. 
This makes them ashamed, be- 
cause they really do love their 
children, yet they seem power- 
less to change the run-they are 
in. 

Sometimes young mothers 
feel chained to the house by 
the insistent demands of 
child care. No labor union 
guards the working conditions 
of a mother, insisting that she 
work only a forty-hour-week. 
She is expected to serve every 
day and night of the year. Even 
firemen, when they work 24- 
hour- shifts, are off duty for 
the same number of hours they 
are on duty. But the mother 
of small children is on duty 
all the time. 


Do you feel this to be 
your plight some of the time? 
Is your resentment building? 
Do you find yourself nagging, 
feeling frustrated? Then here 
are a few pointers that may 
help you: 

1. Realize that being a 
mother is a God-given privi- 
lege. Learn to simply thank 
God that He has given you this 
privilege. There are count- 
less numbers of womento whom 
this blessed privilege is denied, 
and they would give their eye 
teeth for that ‘‘angel’’ of yours 


2. Count your blessings! 
There is much to be thankful 
for! Are your little ones bles- 
sed with strong limbs and 
healthy bodies? Do they mani- 
fest alert minds and winsome 
personalities? Are you able to 
supply their physical needs: of 
food, shelter and clothes? If 
your youngsters enjoy only a 
portion of these benefits, they 
are privileged, for many child- 
ren in the world do not enjoy 
these advantages. 


3. Try sharpening up your 
sense of humor. Instead of 
letting your blood pressure soar 
when 18-month-old Johnny pulls 
your freshly laundered and 
folded towels out of the cabi- 
net into s heap, learn to laugh. 
Youngsters seem to have a 
built-in instinct for getting into 
trouble. The ability to see the 
funny side of an unpleasant sit- 
uation is a tonic for tense 
neives. 

Also, remember this: al- 
though a mother’s role is one 
of self-sacrifice and work, it 
is also one of blessing and 
satisfaction. Young mothers, 
you are not just marking time, 
you are racing against it. The 
development from diapers to 
dolls, from bottles to bears, 
from cribs to cars - oh, it 
goes so fast! Rally to the chal- 
lenge: YOU ARE MOLDING 
HUMAN LIVES! 

With arms outstretched ind 
a voice of loving compass-vn, 
Jesus speaks to you, ‘‘Come 
unto me, all ye that labor and 
are heavy-laden, and I will give 
you rest. '
